FBI Probes Desecration of 
158 Jewish Gravestones

EAST BRUNSWICK, N. J. 
(NJP)—State police, aided by the 
FBI, are investigating the dese- 
cration of over 90 per cent of 
the gravestones in Beth Abraham 
Cemetery here by a band of 
vandals who splashed huge black 
swastikas on 158 stones. 

USING PAINT spray cans, the 
vandals may have permanently 
disfigured the stones. The 
swastikas in most cases covered 
the entire face and several times 
were painted on both sides of 
the tombstones. 

The cemetery is operated by 
the Farband Labor Zionist order 
of New York and was started in 
1845. There are about 175 stones 
in the cemetervy and 240 filled 
graves. A spokesman for the Far- 
band said it was impossible so 
far to give any estimate of the 
damage. 

POLICE SAID gasoline had 
been used to remove the swas- 
tikas from smooth-faced tomb- 
stones, but that it was completely 
ineffective against stones with 
rough surfaces, Paint manufac- 
turers are being consulted to see 
if a method can be found to 7e- 
move the s-wastikas, 

A Jewish cemetery 10 miles 
south of here had 34 stones 





knocked down during High Holy 
Days last fall, but police could 
find no connection between the 
two incidents. 


THE STATE police official In- 
vestigating the case called it 
“disgraceful.” 

“If there is one case I want to 
break,” he said, “it’s this one. It 
may have been done by a gang 
of kids who thought they were 
some sort of supermen.” 

So far, police have been unable 
to come up with any clues as to 
who the vandals were, juvenile 
or adult. 

Jewish War Veterans have 
offered a $250 reward for appre- 
hension of the culprits, Harold 
Berman of the JWV told The 
POST and OPINION. 

Jewish and Christian clerical 
leaders both decried the wanton 
assault. 

Rabbi Nathaniel Keller of New 
Brunswick said: “The Jewish 
community is disturbed and con- 
cerned.” 

Rev. H. I. Aulenbach, chairman 
of the social action committee of 
the church council of New Bruns- 
wick, told The POST “We (the 
Christian community) most em- 
phatically deplore the action. It 
is not for the peace ang harmony 
of the community.” 





Rabbi Mark Hits Israel ‘Church-State’ 


NEW YORK (NJP)—ISRAEL 
WAS named by a leading Re- 
form rabbi this week as one of 
several countries of the world in 
which church-state affiliation re- 
sults in persecution and civil 
disobedience. 

Rabbi Julius 
Mark of Tem- 
ple Emanu-El 
in his Sabbath 
sermon out- 
lined church- 
state problems 
in three mod- 
ern countries: 
Spain, Italy, 
and Israel. He 





Dr. Mark 
noted that in Israel, “the Orth- 


odox party, representing per- 
haps 15 per cent of the country’s 
voting strength, through the 
non-separation of church and 
state has denied to many Is- 
raeli citizens the basie right of 
religious freedom.” 








Declaring the church =- state 
problem in Israel is “exceed- 
ingly serious,” he charged that 
“the Orthodox party, although a 
minority party, occupies the 
balance of power in the Israeli 
government.” 

HE NOTED THAT the result 
had been that civil marriage 
and divorce were not recognized 
in Israel, that non-Orthodox 
rabbis had no status and that in- 
fractions of the Sabbath laws 
were punished by fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Civil disabilities resulted “un- 
der the ‘priest-ridden’ rule of 
ancient Israel, the bigotry of 
medieval Europe and the fanati- 
cism of colonial Massachusetts,” 
the rabbi said. 

He called the complete separa- 
tion of church and state in Italy 
as “the only final solution” to 
the ancient quarrel between 
church and state in that country. 
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Hitler Greatest 
Zionist Ally— 
Council Head 


HOUSTON, Tex. (NJP)—THE 
AMERICAN Council for Juda- 
ism, militant anti-Zionist minor- 
ity segment of United States 
Jewry, heard its president, 54- 
year-old Chicago contractor 
Clarence Coleman Jr., tell its 
annual convention here _ this 
week that “Adolf Hitler was 
unwittingly Zionism’s greatest 
ally” and that Hitler’s mass 
executions spurred Jews across 
the world to “a blind, frenzied 
determination” to help dis- 
placed members of their faith. 

Keynote 
speaker Geo. 
Levison of 
San Francisco 
urged Ameri- 
can Jews to 
“break with 
Zionist - domi- 
nated _institu- 
tions” in order 
to be “unqual- 
ifiedly free here in America as 
they never before have been in 
history.” 

A message from President 
Eisenhower was _ read_ which 
lauded the ACJ for its efforts 
“to apply universal values of 
the Jewish faith to the problems 
of the day.” Eisenhower said 
it was “a real contribution to 
the forces of freedom.” 


Plan for US to 
Buy 60 Million 
In Israel Bonds 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—Congressman James Rooseveit 
(D., Cal.), this week introduced 
a joint resolution to authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to 
purchase $60 million in State of 
Israel Bonds for investment by 
the federal government trust 
fund. 

Asked by The POST and OPIN- 
ION what “practical benefits” 
would accrue to the U. S., Roose- 
velt said “the first practical bene- 
fit is that such action would be 
a firm indication to the whole 
of the Middle East and Russia 
that the United States would not 
tolerate any aggressive or 
threatening move against the ex- 
istence of Israel . . . I feel that 
this would result in stabilizing 
tension in the Middle East and 
promote peace.” 

Roosevelt added that from a 
“purely financial point of view, 
the federal trust funds would 
practically ,double their income 
from interest bearing bonds they 
now hold, since interest return 
from the State of Israel bonds is 
substantially greater.” 

Roosevelt said the $60 million 
figure was selected as a symbolic 
tribute to Haym Solomon, since 
it represented the sum _ that 
would be due him today for his 
financial contributions to the

MIAMI SYNAGOGUES 
continue to be harassed by 
incidents. 

More than $500 worth of 
religious ornaments was 
stolen from _ Beth David 
Synagogue. 

A telephone threat was 
made to Rabbi Abraham 
Levitan of Southwest Jew- 
ish center. 

Another bomb scare took 
place Monday at Beth Jacob 
Synagogue. A stranger 
harangued worshipers  at- 
tempting to enter the syna- 
gogue while Rabbi Tibor 
Stern was conducting serv- 
ices. Police are investigat- 
ing the wave of anti-semitic 
incidents.

Nathan Perlmutter, head of the 
Florida Anti-Defamation League. 
Perlmutter said the bombing 
early Sunday morning of Miami’s 
Temple Beth-El was part of a 
“pattern of intimidation.” 

He indicated that the bomb- 
ings in Miami and Nashville, 
and recent attempts to bomb 
temples in two North Carolina 
cities were linked. 

MEANWHILE, Miami Beach 
police were ordered to put a 
watch on all synagogues as the 
2 a. m. dynamiting Sunday of 
the school recreation annex re- 
mained unsolved. 

Damage was _ estimated at 
more than $30,000. There were 
no injuries, but shaken residents 
ran from their homes in night 
clothes as fire engines, am- 
bulances and police cars scream- 
ed into the blast area. 

RABBI YAAKOV ROSEN- 
BERG, chairman of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress, pointed 
out to The POST and OPINION 
that the bombing followed on 
the heels of a state legislative 
hearing on the NAACP, 

“This was the time,’ Rabbi 
Rosenberg declared, “when the 
Miami Jewish community should 
have stood up and castigated 
the committee. Only the Con- 
gress issued a statement point- 
ing out the attempt of the com- 
mittee to equate the NAACP 
with the Klan.” 

SIDNEY PALMER, congrega- 
tion president, has been  be- 
sieged with offers of help. 

“Protestants, Catholics and 
Jews have been calling and of- 
fering help,” he acknowledged. 
“The Miami religious community 
is up in arms about this.”

IN 1951. MIAMI was terrorized 
by a series of dynamite bomb- 
ings of synagogues and Negro 
homes. <A report issued at the 
time by The POST and OPIN- 
ION pointed out that racial and 
religious hatreds were respon- 
sible for the bombings. There 
were no arrests and the guilty 
parties were never apprehended. 

Beth El services and classes 
have been canceled. The dyna- 
mite had been wrapped in paper 
yarmulkas. Classrooms were 
littered with ceiling panels and 
desks were toppled. 


Silence Futile, 
Rabbi Declares 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (NJP)— 
Rabbi William B. Silverman of 
The Temple told The POST and 
OPINION that bombings of Jew- 
ish centers here and in Miami 
this week prove that “a policy of 
silence doesn’t pay off.” 

Rabbi Silverman, a leader in 
the fight for racial integration 
here in the heart of the Deep 
South, said that he hadn’t spoken 
publicly since September on the 
integration issue, 


“It’s part of a pattern, The as- 
sault on the Negro is a portent 
of the ultimate attack on the 
Jew. Then we can expect attacks 
on Catholics and other religious 
groups. People didn’t take me 
serious when I told them that 
last year.” 


Rabbi Silverman was threats 
ened by a telephone caller ims 
mediately after the bombing Sun- 
day night of the Nashville Jew- 
ish center which caused about 
$6,000 damage, ripping out three 
of the six glass and steel doors 
and knocking out part of the 
ceiling and walls. 

The rabbi told The POST he 
had since been threatened again 
and that both his home and the 
temple were under police guard, 
“But we're going on, business as 
usual,” he said,

Nochum Minkoff, Yiddish 
Writer, Professor, Dies ~ 


NEW YORK (NJP) — NO- 
CHUM, BORUCH MINKOFF, 


yiddish writer and professor of 
Yiddish language and literature 
at the Academy for Higher Jew- 
jsh Learning, dieq this week at 
the age of 64. 

He was a Yiddish poet, editor, 
literary critic and educator. A 
faculty member of the New 
School for Social Research and 
the Jewish Teachers Seminary, 
he was co-founder in 1920 of the 
In Sich (In Oneself), an intro- 
spective movement in Yiddish lit- 
erature. 

Mr. Minkoff had been manag- 
ing editor of the Zukunft, a 
monthly Yiddish literary mag- 
azine here, for more than 10 
years.

‘Bad Man’ Larry Zeidel One of Few 
Jewish Stars in Rugged Pro Ice Hockey

SPRINGFIELD, Mass (NJP)— 
As one, the large crowd in the 
Coliseum jumped to its feet. “A 
fight!” they gasped. Down on 
the ice, two opposing players had 
crashed into the boards and for a 
long suspenseful moment faced 
each other, straining body to 
body, glaring eye to eye, hockey 
sticks crosseq over their heads, 
their tempers chafing at the bit 
to the tempo of a heated Ameri- 
can Hockey League game. 

ALMOST resignedly, one of 
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the players relaxed and skated 
off. The tensituation was over 
and with a sigh, not without dis- 
appointment, the crowd sat down. 
There would be no fight, at least 
not here and now. 

Discretion had once again won 
over valor as the Springfield 
player had decided not to press 
the issue too far against one of 
the rugged, stalwart defensemen 
of the league-leading Hershey 
Bears, Larry Zeidel, the only Jew- 
ish player in pro hockey. 

Montreal-born, Zeidel is both 
feared and respected in AHL an- 
nals as one of hardest body- 
checkers ever to crash an over- 
zealous wing to the ice. Classed 
as one of the “bad men” of the 
loop, he spent 211 minutes in the 
penalty box last season, just two 
minutes short of a new record. 


AS A defenseman, he has nv 
peer and his brilliant all around 
play has been a salient factor in 
keeping his club out front all 
season. Offensively, however, he 
has been handicapped by an 
early season leg injury that has 
limited his up-ice sorties. Con- 
sequently, he is very seldom at 

















the end of the rink where the 
scoring takes place. 

Larry turned pro in 1951, sign- 
ing with the Detroit Req Wings. 
who promptly shipped him to 
their farm club in Indianapolis. 
Before the season progressed too 
far, he was recalled by Detroit 
and was a member of the team 
that won the Stanley Cup, em- 
blematic of the world’s cham- 
pionship. 

Now in his eighth year of pro 
hockey, he is looking forward to 
remaining in the game in some 
official berth—coach, manager or 
general manager—when his play- 
ing days are over. 

Handsome, though his face 
shows the scars of his profes- 
sion (he also had his skull frac- 
tured by a flying puck), Zeidel 
stands alone today in hockey as 
its only Jewish player.

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Israel’s Music Is Largely 
Modern, Composer Says 


By JOSEPH GALE 

One is accustomed to suppose 
that the origin of most folk music 
is lost in antiquity, that humans 
long ago evolved their ethnic 
music from mysterious sources. 
How, no one understands. It is 
enough to 
know that cer- 
tain melodies 
and rhythms 
were espoused, 
and only later 
were further 
embellisned by 
composers. 

In Israel, the 
a reverse is true, 

Gale according to 
Mare Lavry, musical director of 
the “Voice of Zion,” radio station 
in Jerusalem and one of Israel’s 
outstanding composers, The 
country’s distinctive and effective 
folk music, Lavry said, springs 
not from the people, but jargely 
from modern-day composers. 
The music subsequently is taken 
up by the masses and _ trans- 
formed by popularity into genu- 
ine music of the land. 

Lavry, who is now in New 
York, will presently conclude a 
stay in this hemisphere of sev- 
eral months, during which he 
conducted concerts in Mexico and 
in this country, heard his own 
compositions played, and in Chi- 
cago received an award. We had 
the pleasure of speaking with 
him and his attractive wife in 
their hotel suite. 

WITH FEW exceptions, music 
today which seems so typical of 
the Israeli person and indicative 
of his spirit was “given” to him 
by professional composers toil- 
ing at their pianos. Seldom did 
such music emerge fully born 
from the hearts of the pioneers, 
Lavry said. This composer should 
know; he himself has written 
several solid additions to the folk 
repertory. 

Is there such a thing as _ Is- 
- raeli music? Lavry believes so, 
and says the Hebrew language 
is responsible for bringing this 
sbout. It is so constructed, he 
said, as to yield to syncopation,

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which in turn leads fluidly and 
directly to a melodic and rhyth- 
mic pattern both logical and pe- 
culiar to the Israeli psyche. In 
the field of absolute music, where 
there are no Hebraic guideposts, 
Lavry feels the Israeli sun and 
wind and stars wreak a special 
magic that produces that which 
most of the time can be identi- 
fieq as Israeli. 


MOST COMPOSERS in _ the 

Land of the Bible are busy—first 
with their bread-and-butter jobs 
without which none could sub- 
sist—and then again at compos- 
ing. Lavry feels that too many of 
his colleagues are working in the 
larger forms, and not enough at 
such simple things as_ songs. 
Still, very few have to wait for 
a performance as composers 
here do. There are so many home- 
grown musical groups in Israel 
that nearly every worthy work— 
except perhaps an opera or large 
symphony—can expect to be 
played in a short time, Lavry 
said. 
Lavry has been more fortunate 
than most. His first opera, “Dan 
the Guard,” received 70 perform- 
ances in Israel in 1945 alone. 
And while in this country, he 
composed a second opera, “Tha- 
mar,” using a libretto by Dr. 
Louis I. Newman, rabbi of Tem- 
ple Rodeph Sholom in New York, 
and writing the work, it would 
seem, in a succession of hotel 
rooms. 


LAVRY SAID he has the theme 
of a third opera in mind, but 
needs another’ good libretto, 
something composers have had 
difficulty finding since time be- 
gan. The third work for stage, 
he said, will be on a modern Is- 
raeli theme and may possibly in- 
corpor? ‘e electronic music, a de- 
velopment he is much _iInter- 
ested in. 

.Long ago, Lavry studied to be 
an architect, and although he 
never constructed a building, his 
training helped him plan and 
build edifices of music, he said. 
A member of no school of compo- 
sition, he modestly describes him- 
self as a “melodist us'»g mod- 
ern techniques.” 

Lavry was born in Riga, where 
he met his wife-to-be, and after 
living in Germany for 12 years 
left for Israel in 1935 as stop- 
over on a projected trip to the 
United States, where the Lavrys 
hoped to make their home. “But 
once in Israel,” Mrs. Lavry said, 
“wé experienced—how do you say 
it—a spiritual revolution within 
ourselves, so we _ decided to 
stay.”

MEN LIVE LONGER 
IN ISRAEL THAN US 


TEL AVIV (NJP)—Men, if you want to live to a ripe old 
age, go to Israel. Odds are that you'll live longer there than 
in the United States—even though Israeli women still haven’t 
caught up with their American sisters. 

Latest figures from Israel show that life expectancy for 
males has risen from 65 in 1949 to 68 in 1957. This com- 
pares with an average expectancy of 66.7 in the United States, 
according to the 1957 Life Insurance fact book.

France Rapped for Banning 














New Film on Dreyfus Case 


By NORMAN SHAVIN 


HOLLYWOOD (NJP)— 
France’s banning of “I Accuse,” 
an MGM movie about the in- 
famous Dreyfus case, has drawn 
the wrath of a veteran film com- 
mentator widely respected in the 
industry. 

The French action regarding 
the film which documents the 
famed case involving anti-Sem- 
itism “is a startling revelation of 
narrow-mindedness and _ official 
pettifoggery in an area that 
might well prove sensitive on 
more than one count,” wrote 
W. R. Wilkerson in his column 
“Trade Views,” a page one fea- 
ture of the Hollywood Reporter 
periodical. 

After attacking the French for 
“shutting off a legitimate film 
offering” while that country’s 
producers are sending “more 
censorable, sexy and naked pic- 
tures out into the world,” Wilker- 
son struck at another implication 
in the banning of the Dreyfus 
film. 


“A MORE shocking implication 
{is the inevitable conclusion that 
French officialdom hasn’t really 
advanced much in its thinking 
since 1894 when Capt. Dreyfus 
was court-martialed,” Wiearson 
wrote. 

“We must reject the idea that 
anti-Semitism — still colors the 
thinking of the mind of the 
French military, which leaves us 
with only one conclusion: That 
today, 64 years later, they will 
not tolerate anything that re- 
fiects upon the French General 
Staff.” 

IN THE Dreyfus case, during 
which Emile Zola, the eminent 
lawyer, defended the French 
captain accused of transferring 
military secrets to Germany, 
Capt. Dreyfus was eventually im- 
prisoned on Devil’s Island. The 
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real-life drama was made into 
a movie many years ago. 

The French government eavlier 
expressed opposition to “I Ac- 
cuse” by declining to permit 
director and Dreyfus portrayer 
Jose Ferrer from doing location 
filming in France. 


“THIS KIND of pettiness,” 
Wilkerson wrote, “is foolish. It 
most certainly is not going to 
stop this MGM production of 
Sam Zimbalist being shown, 
though maybe not immediately, 
in France.” 

“Special screening all over the 
world are being set up for Jewish 
leaders,” Wilkerson added, “for 
educators, civic and service or- 
ganizations and other key groups 
likely to have wide influence on 
public opinion.” 

Ferrer himself was just hon- 
ored by the Jewish Federation 
here as Hollywood’s “Man of 
the Year.” 


“UNQUESTIONABLY,” W i1k- 
erson commented, “many other 
honors will come to this film 
when the picture enters general 
release. In any event, no action 
of the French is going to expunge 
the Dreyfus case from its page 
in history. 

“They should have Jearned that 
simple fact when they tried to 
shut up Emile Zola.” 





‘BAD EXAMPLE" 


B-G Raps Rabbi 
Because Sons 
Not in Army 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — The 
Knesset this week considered 
Israeli Premier Ben - Gurion’s 
charge that ‘Chief Rabbi Nissim 
was presenting a bad example 
to the nation in having his chil- 
dren deferred from _ military 
service. 


IN TESTIMONY before the 
Knesset, Ben-Gurion declared: 
“I thought that a_ personality 
who serves as a public repre- 
sentative should not present an 
example of non-fulfilment of 
civic duty in six instances, even 
if this was legal in a formal 
sense.” 

He added that although he 
had learned the facts about the 
deferment of Chief Rabbi Nis- 
sim’s three sons and four daugh- 
ters, he did not wish to give the 
Knesset the information as a 
matter of respect for the chief 
rabbi. 

Ben-Gurion noted that he had 
tried unsuccessfully to get Rabbi 
Nissim to persuade his 22-year- 
old son to waive his deferment. 

“IT SEEMED to me that these 
facts (about the deferments) 
were liable to arouse _ resent- 
ment among the masses whose 
sons serve in the army, and not 
a few of them have fallen in 
battle,” he declared. 

Meanwhile, Rabbi Nissim’s 
son was drafted into the Israel 
army after having his draft 
deferment canceled on Ben- 
Gurion’s orders. 

Rabbi Nissim declined to con- 
tinue the debate on the issue, 
declaring that public statements 
on the matter had been made 
to attack him rather than to 
clarify the situation.

‘If Sabbath So Holy, Why Do 
Jews Transact Business’ 


DOTHAN, Ala. (NJP) —“IF 
THE SABBATH is such a holy 
day, why do the Jewish mer- 
chants do business on the Sab- 
bath?”

Having successfully begun this 
series with a symposium on 
Maimonides, Dr. Federbush con- 
tinues his labors for two cultural 
departments with a group of es- 
says on the great commentator, 
dead now over 850 years. The an- 
notated writings on Rashi, in He- 
brew and English, are the work 
of some 25 noted scholars, most 
American; and they cover not 
only the biblical and talmudic 
commentaries as such, but his 
responsa, his relationships with 
his own time and later times and 
cultures, his style, methods, and 
principles, the literature and 
legendary deriving from his 
labors, and virtually every other 
topic in the field, plus a namber 
of outstanding excerpts from his 
work. The Hebrew is better ed- 
ited than the English, but all is 
popularly written and often of 
story interest. Most impressive 
are the essays of Federbush, 
Waxman, Bloch, Mirsky, Berg- 
man, Pechenick, and Kleiman. 


TENSIONS IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST, edited by Philip W. 
Thayer, $5.50 (John Hopkins 
Press), 


Charles Malik of Lebanon has 
written the introduction to this 
symposium; he has tried to 
write judiciously, but in retelling 
the plight of the refugees ne- 
glects to tell of the use of them 
by the Arab states as a means 
of aggression against Israel, of 
the Arab appeal to their people 
to forsake Jewish territory to 
return for booty and women 
after the Arab victory, and of the 
35,000 already permitted to re- 
turn to their families. This 
thought reappears in the papers 
ang comments; but the final com- 
ments of Ernest K. Lindley in- 
clude the words: “Israel’s Arab 


neighbors will have to adjust 
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themselves to the fact that Is- 
rael is there to stay.” The prob- 
lems of diplomacy, military 
power, nationalism, economics, 
technics, Suez, communism, so- 
cial change, and such related 
matters as the situation in 
Cyprus, are all adequately 
treated. But one may bridle at 
Dr. Minor’s remarks on “an Is- 
rael in which force is substituted 
for the great Judaic ideal of 
love .., agitated and pushed by 
Zionism... dedicated to a racial 
doctrine . . . and imbued with 
a messianic complex” (93). Jew- 
ish contributors are Hurewitz 
and Goodhart. 


THE CASE FOR RELIGIOUS 
NATURALISM, by Jack J. 
Cohen, $3.50 (Reconstruction- 
ist Press), 


What Rabbi Cohen of the So- 
ciety for the Advancement of. 
Judaism has here attempted is 
the removal of all supernatural 
elements from the Jewish re- 
ligion—a difficult trick indeed in 
any religion. 


He uses communism as an ex- 
ample, forgetting that an analogy 
is not an argument (communism 
creates the compelling loyalties 
of a religion). Above all, most re- 
ligionists do not think in the 
rarefied philosophizing and the- 
ologizing atmosphere of the 
Cohens, but in a simple theistic 
manner which cannot be readily 
modified by words. 


It is obvious that if his congre- 
gation accepted his theories lit- 
erally they would never again 
utter a formal prayer in the syn- 
agogue. Almost invariably one 
Jew calls. another a “goy” not 
because of what is hidden in his 
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mind, but because he observes 
none of the practical mitzvot. 

The true value of the book lies 
in its vast evidences of research 
and references to countless out- 
standing philosophers and the. 
ologians of all periods. 


THE SERVICE OF THE 
HEART, by Evelyn Garfiel, 
$4.50 (Yoseloff). 

Remarkable is the ability of 
Dr. Garfiel (Mrs. Max Kadushin) 
to introduce a quality of tascina.

authors have bedeviled with a 
redundancy of mystic and 
soporific verbiage.

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ISRAEL SELF-SUFFICIENT: A GLIMPSE INTO THE FUTURE 


NEW YORK (NJP)—To many who would like 
a glimpee of what financial relations may be like 
when Israel is economically self-sufficient, a re- 
cent Ampal luncheon may well serve as an effec- 
tive foreshadower.

At about the time one would expect the donor 


cards to be called, Rudolph Sonneborn, chairman 
of the Board of Ampal, after a crisp four-minute 
speech, presented a check to Fred Keuther of the 
Manufacturers Trust Co. as final payment of a 
$10 million debenture floated by Ampal on April 
1, 1948. 


IF THIS LUNCHEON is at all any barometer 
for the future, there will be a good deal more of 
religion and culture displayed at Jewish functions. 
Ampal's_ indefatigable executive head, Abraham 
Dickenstein, departed from a prepared text to 
quote extensively from the sedra (Bible reading) 
of the week and Sonneborn quoted the Psalm in 
original Hebrew. 

Instead of a run-down on the latest needs and 
demands upon the American Jewish community 
may come a report similar to the one given by 
Abraham Dickenstein, enumerating profits for par- 
ticipants and not gifts or investments from them. 
Instead of the additional thousands needed by some

DICKENSTEIN announced that during 1957 
alone, $550,000 was paid in dividends and close to 
$1,000,000 in interest. It was announced that though 
Ampal was registered in 1942 with a capital of 
$99,000, it boasts today of $40,000,000 in assets. 

Then may come the era of speeches similar 
to the one delivered at the Ampal luncheon by 
Raymond Rodgers, professor of Banking at New 
York University Graduate School, entitled, “It Has 
Paid To Do Business With Israel.” He spoke 
glowingly of the pure business soundness of doing 
business with and investing in Israel. He informed 
the bankers that if we had an Ampal for all the 
rest of the underdeveloped countries, we could 
save all the governmental spending poured into 
that area today. 

Those who count milestones in Jewish life can 
chalk up another.

Conservative Rabbi Opposes 
Jewish Missionary Tries 


PHILADELPHIA (NJP) —A 
LEADING Philadelphia Conserv- 
ative rabbi takes sharp exception 
to the missionary proposals of 
Rabbi Ira Eisenstein and Robert 
Gordis (Jan. 10, Feb. 21). 

Rabbi Sidney Greenberg, writ- 
ing in his Temple Sinai bulletin, 
charged that such missionary 
programs would have overtones 
of “religious superiority on the 
part of the missionary and an at- 
titude of spiritual inferiority on 
the part of the prospective con- 
vert.” 

“OBVIOUSLY,” he _ declared, 
“unless I believe that my faith 
is superior to that of the Japa- 
nese, I have no right to ask him 
to. repudiate his ancestors and 
to embrace mine. I would not 
blame the Japanese who told me 
off-hand—I resent the ~insult 
your missionary effort implies.’ ” 


He added that Judaism does 
not hold that non-Jews cannot 
achieve salvation through their 
own religious life. “When the 
non-Jews observes these (“the 
seven laws of the sons of Noah”), 
he is as fully entitled to salva- 





tion as is the Jew who observes 
all the 613 mitzvot.” 

His third objection, he said, 
came from considering how litt!e 
numerical success Christian mis- 
sionaries have achieved in their 
work. 

BUT HIS major objection, he 
declared, was that the Jewish 
community has “little religion to 
spare.” 

“Before we venture into the ex- 
port business, let us make cer- 
tain that we have satisfied the 
domestic market . . .

~EX-US FLIER SPURS CIVIL AVIATION BOOM IN _ ISRAEL

TEL AVIV — Civil aviation 
within Israel’s borders today 
stands at the threshhold of great 
opportunities, similar perhaps to 
the situation in the United States 
a quarter of a century ago. Chief 

i among the na- 
tion’s immedi- 
ate require- 
ments are more 
facilities for 
aerial spraying 
and dusting of 
crops, but these 
ave but the be- 
ginnings of 
; , civil aviation 
Alpert functions, and 
the door is just beginning to 
open. 

PUSHING HARD at that door 
is Louisiana-born Jerry Renov. 
Trained as a pilot by the U. S. 
Air Force during World War II, 
and veteran of many flight mis- 
sions during Israel’s War of In- 
dependence, Jerry is enthused et 
the contributions which he and 
other pilots can make in advanc- 
ing Israel’s economic progress 
and growth. For the past year 
Jerry has been skimming his lit- 
tle plane just one foot over the 
ever-broadening fields of Israeli 
cotton, covering them with the 
insecticide which has rescued this 
year’s crop from the tragic fail- 
ure of last year’s untreated 
cotton. 

But cotton is not alone in need- 
ing wholesale protection. Wheat, 
potatoes, sugar beets, peanuts 
and other crops subject to pest 
and disease can be quickly and 
easily protected by aerial treat- 
ment from small, skilfully oper- 
ated planes, 


JERRY’S PLANS go beyond 
service to agriculture. He plans 
to establish a privately cperated 
company, with three or four 
small planes and_ helicopters, 
which will also provide’ other 
functions not now available. 
There is no civilian service as 
yet in Israel for aerial forest- 
fire fighting; for aerial mapping: 








for aerial ambulance; for aerial 
photography; for mineral explor- 
ation from above. There is no 
place in Israel where a civilian 
can walk in and obtain lessons in 
piloting. The secret of Renov's 
company will be versatility. A 
quick charter flight needed in- 
expensively to carry three or 
four passengers a few hundred 
miles? Freight’ or equipment 
which has to get somewhere in 
a hurry? Big planes are much too 
expensive—and the training craft 
used by the army are for obvi- 
ous reasons not available for 
civilian purposes. 

These are among Jerry Renov’s 
plans, and his eyes light up as 
he expands on the opportunities. 
However, he is not just a dream- 
er, as his record indicates. 

His family name is well-known 
in the South. His brother Jo- 
seph is a rabbi in E] Paso, Tex 
Jerry was a Zionist from his 
early youth, active in Young Ju- 
daea, and_ president of the 
Southern Region of Young Ju- 
daea. His three years with the 
U. S. air force gave him both 
training as a pilot, and love of 
the air, But he was a Zionist, too, 
and so when his tour of service 
was over in 1946 he and his 
Atlanta-born wife went off to 
study at the Hebrew University. 
Two years later Israel’s War of 
Independence broke out and he 
was given opportunity to combine 
both loves. 

THE RENOVS were besieged 
in Jerusalem when word reached 
the Hagana high command that 
a real, live, American-trained 
pilot was on hand, In quicker 
time than one could say “Dixie,” 
Jerry was in the cockpit of the 
tiny two-seater craft which at 
that time composed the Israel 
air force. What he did in those 
days will eventually be recorded 
in the annals of Israel’s history. 
Then back to the U. S. proudly 
to show off their new child went 
the Renovs. 

The next few years were spent 
in doing Zionist youth work in 
Atlanta, Cincinnati and Chicago, 





Jews Drink as Much as Others 


But Tend Less 


NEW HAVEN, Conn (NJP)— 
JEWS DRINK as much as or 
more than other groups, but rank 
extremely low in alcoholism, a 
book published by the Yale Uni- 
versity center of alcoho] studies 
has revealed. 

Jews have the fewest teetotal- 
ers among the three major re- 
ligious groups, the book showed, 
only 13 per cent compared to 41 
per cent of Protestants and 21 
per cent of the Catholics. 

Twenty-three per cent of the 
Jews reported drinking three or 
more times a week compard to 13 
per cent of the Protestants and 
21 per cent of the Catholics. 

But Jews ranked on the bottom 
of ethnic groups admitted to New 
York state hospitals during the 
three year period of 1929-1931. 
First admissions per 100,000 of 
“alcoholic psychotics’ showed 
Irish, 25.6; Italian, 4.8; English, 
4.3; German, 3.8; and Jewish, 0.5. 

In the book, Dr. Charles R. 
Snyder, a Yale sociology pfofes- 
sor, said that one reason for the 
low Jewish incidence of alcohol- 
ism might be that “compulsive 
eating” is usually selected by 
Jews to ease psychic tensions, 
rather than “addictive drinking.” 


SNYDER CITED a psycholog- 
ical study that showed the Jew- 
ish mother’s anxiety about her 
children’s food habits often 
caused the child to remain an in-

fant, “so far as taking food js 
concerned, much later than other 
children.” 

But the sociologist suggested 
that the most important factor 
was not how much Jews drink, 
but the way they do it. He pointed 
out that the Jew from birth is 


surrounded by religious cere- 
monies that involve drinking 
wine.

BIAS AGAINST AMERICANS 


WHEN THE INFLUX of released Polish Jews first 
made their appearance in Israel, they were given priority 
over immigrants from more backward parts of the world 
in the matter of housing and jobs. Some of the North 
African immigrants had waited in huts for five or six years 
or more for adequate places to live. 

Golda Meir told a New York audience that despite 
the inhumanity of such a step, it could not be avoided 
since this precious Polish Jewish immigration was ac- 
customed to western European living standards. She ex- 
plained that if the first Polish Jews to arrive in Israel were 
placed in tent cities cr even the aluminum huts of the 
maabara, their messages back home to the masses of Polish 
Jews still waiting to leave for Israel, might have a dis- 
astrous effect. 

The audience which heard Mrs. Meir sympathized with 
the plight of the Israeli authorities, torn as they were be- 
tween justice to the long-suffering North African Jews and 
welcoming the miraculous immigration of Polish Jews. 


BUT WHAT ABOUT an American Jew who goes to 
Israel? 

The answer is simple. He is pretty well ignored. 

Among others, this is one of the reasons why immigra- 
tion of American Jews has been at a minimum. 

When the American Jew protested that he needed 
housing at least somewhere near the standard of what he 
was accustomed to in the United States, he was derided 
and ridiculed. Why was he better than other immigrants 
who came to Israel? he was asked. 

This unrealistic attitude has changed, but not any- 
where nearly enough. 

ON THE ONE HAND, the Israeli officials readily rec- 
ognized the problem as far as Polish Jews were concerned, 
but they were blind to the same need when it applied to 
Americans. 

No American Jew in Israel wants to be accommodated 
with such necessities as a long-term loan, adequate housing 
at fair rental, etc., at the expense of either the North 
African immigrants or the Polish immigrants. But there 
is such a thing as understanding and fairness. 

The Jewish Agency pleads poverty as the reason why 
it has not been able to forward the 35,000 Israel pounds 
(about $17,500) it promised the Association of Americans 
and Canadians in Israel (NJP, March 14). We’d be in-* 
clined to be more understanding if several million dollars 
from United Jewish Appeal funds were not being syphoned 
off for projects of Israeli political parties. 


WE THINK an entirely new appraisal of aliya of 
American Jews to Israel is needed. No one seems to want 
to do anything about this problem of attracting Americans 
to aid in the upbuilding of the land except to wax indignant 
whenever an Israeli expresses his devout hope that Ameri- 
can Jews might respond in answer the challenge that is 
Israel. 


THE ARABS AND PEACE 


ONE OF THE unfortunate by-products of the Arab 
attitude toward Israel and the almost childish attempts to 
embarrass the new Jewish state at every turn, not to men- 
tion actual murder and carnage whenever the opportunity 
presents itself, has been the loss of a great deal of fav- 
orable world public opinion. 

Peoples of the world—especially Americans—tend to 
side with the underdog. They also believe strongly in 
freedom for suppressed nations. As a result they would 
be inclined to support the Arab cause, not only against 
outside powers, but also against those in Arab society who 
seek to retain feudalistic control at the expense of the 
Arab masses. 

But the intransigence of the Arab nations and 
their bitter fight to resist even medical help if it comes 
from Israel—not to mention such assistance as offered in 
the plan to harness the waters of the Jordan, etc. — has 
shown the outside world that even a people fighting for 
independence may not warrant sympathy. These peoples 
demonstrate that they have not made themselves ready to 
join the family of free nations. 


WE NOW SEE some Arab nations openly conniving 
with the Communist world, not hecause they believe in 
communism, but because hatred of Israel leads them into 
insane actions. 

As a result, a vicious circle is fabricated, and the loss 
of sympathy for the Arabs is compounded. 

This doesn’t mean that the free world must not al- 
ways hold an open mind and an open door to the Arabs. 
This people of ancient culture and many ennobling char- 
acteristics still has a vital role to play in world history. 

“As for the Jews of the world, they must never let the 
same bitterness which has blinded the Arab overcome them. 


No one, Jew.or otherwise, can fail to be concerned over’ 


the Arab world’s attempt to strangle a small new nation. 
But the Jew becomes like the Arab when he permits him- 
self to be blinded in the same way. The Jewish attitude 
must always be one of hopefulness and willingness te meet 
the Arabs half-way, if not two-thirds of the way. 

In the long run, Israel and the Arabs will have to live 
peacefully side by side. The alternative is hatred and 


fighting through the centuries to the injury of both peoples. 
That sought-for peace, which Israel so earnestly seeks and 
offers to the Arab peoples from time to time when the oc- 
easion warrants, can bring freedom and prosperity to the 
Middle East for everyone living there. 
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IN OUR YOUNGER days, when we got 
about the country more often, we _ recall 
vaguely seeing the Siskins in Chattanooga, 
whether it was for advertising or subscriptions 
we~don’t remember which. We have not for- 
gotten, however, that we were unsuccessful 
in whatever it was we were after. 

Even before that call at the Siskin Steel 
Industries we believe the family were sub- 
scribers to The POST and OPINION, but we 
can’t be too sure. We do know that they 
have been readers since, and we know some- 
thing else, from time to time they cancel 
their subscription and then renew it for rea- 
sons unknown to us. : 

That’s about all that we can give you 
about our relationship with the Siskins. 

BUT THEY HAPPEN to be wonderful 
people, and we are just reading about the 
Siskin foundation’s gift of $500,000 for a re- 
habilitation center for pre-school handicaped 
children in Chattanooga, which is where Mose 
and Garrison Siskin live. The center is open 
to everyone without restrictions. 

This is not the first public munificence 
of the Siskins. They are noted in the Ten- 
nessee city for their philanthropies. They 
seem to want only to help others. A month 
prior to the announcement of their center 
for handicaped children, the Siskins put in 
a Braille switchboard, the third such in the 
United States, for a blind girl whom they 
were employing. 

ALL THROUGHOUT the United States 
there are Jews who are repaying their ob- 
ligations to America in this way or in an- 
other way, helping the unfortunate, lending 
their strength to better government, mak- 


ing industry realize its responsibilities to so- 
ciety, and generally being good Americans, 
Almost every community has such solid Jew- 
ish citizens. Most of them go unnoted, which 
is what they probably prefer. 

America will not be the America it is 
destined to be if it ever begins to make it 
impossible, as some people who think they 
are better Americans would have it, for any 
citizen to reach the full potential of his 
abilities,

FOR THE FIRST TIME in the long his- 
tory of our writing this chair and the edi- 
torials adjacent to it, we have been wrong.

On Sin and

The sedra describes in detail the various 
kinds of sacrifices which are to be offered 
up for various sins, While the blood and guts 
description of the sacrificed beasts bears the 
hallmark of primitive religion, it is important 
to note that the ancient Hebrews resisted the 

. temptation to multiply the 

gods or to place upon somg 
specially designated God the 
burden of responsibility for 
man’s evil doings. There 
was a fierce jealousy. in the 
Lord of Hosts that defin- 
itely prevented the delega- 
tion of sovereign authority. 

IN OTHER WORDS, we 
see here a primitive mono- 
Rabbi Weinstein theism—unique in Canaan— 
a muscular monotheism which later became 
the exalted universalism of the prophets. As 
Yehezkhel Kaufman adroitly points out in 
“Great Ages and Ideas of the Jewish People,” 
there is no need to posit borrowing from 
other sources nor to imagine that the literary 
prophets imposed their noble idealism on the 
people’s paganism. Almost from the very 
beginning, the Israelites avoided the traps by 
which their contemporaries fell into poly- 
theistic practices. 


The ancient Hebrew accepted the fact of 
sin and equally the conviction that sin de- 
manded atonement. He recognized that a 
Great God had set high standards for His 
creatures and that man often fell short of 
them; not always deliberately; sometimes un- 
wittingly—and while unwitting sins were less 
culpable, they “must nevertheless be atoned 
for. In this penitential bookkeeping there 
was the grace of lend-lease. Job, for in- 
stance, offered an additional sacrifice to take 
care of sins which his more carefree children 
might unknowingly have committed. 

It would be some time before these stand- 
ards became internalized, before the con- 
science would become that invisible tablet 
upon which was inscribed the fundamental 
ethical code, swept by a photo electric eye, 
ringing a warning bell when the code was 
infracted. Until then the priest kept the pub- 
lic ledger of all varieties of sin and the proper 
penance for each and every transgression. 


OUR GENERATION is one which has a 
strong sense of guilt but which strangely 
eschews the concept of sin. Perhaps this ac- 
counts for the success of the amphitheatre 
evangelists on the one hand and the psychia- 
trists on the other. The mass production 
gospel crooners like Billy Graham find it easy 





to externalize the forces of evil as the devil 
and are willing to act as broker, determining 
the rate of penance for salvation. 


Like other mass production industries, 
they claim to have considerably reduced the 
per capita cost of salvation. The Grahams, 
the Peales and the Sheens dre backed up by 
the dualism which crept into early Christian- 
ity and which enables them to place the re- 
sponsibility for evil on another source and 
thus keep immaculate the perfect son of the 
perfect father. 

Rooted to uncompromising monotheism 
as we are, we must insist that the source of 
sin is also the source of good; that sin is in- 
deed but a missing of the mark, the good in- 
tention gone astray. We cannot look for it 
in a devil, or economic circumstances, or the 
compulsion of fate, or an unlucky star. 


WE MUST LOOK for it deep within, be- 
hind the layers of lust and greed and will- 
fulness, mixed and intertwined with motives 
that wear a goodly face while serving the 
evil inclination. We could well do with a 
burnt offering, morning, noon and evening— 
a seering fire that might burn away the ugly 
lies, the half-truths and pretensions with 
which we hide the face of God. 

The book of Leviticus is not only a 
manual of discipline for priests, but a text- 
book of holiness for the people. Its special 
accents reflected the needs and values of the 
time of its origin. Its commitment to man’s 
hunger for perfection and his ultimate ca- 
pacity to achieve it under God makes it rele- 
vant for our guilt-ridden generation, in our 
far from perfect world.

Mapai ‘Fosters Ignorance’ in US to 
Block Opposition Campaigns 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
TO THE BEST of my knowl- 


edge about $1,000,000 of UJA 
funds are allocated each year 
through the Jewish Agency, to 
the Mizrachi and the General 
Zionist parties. Other parties 
which are represented on the 
Jewish Agency Executive coali- 
tion, such as the extreme leftist 
Mapam and Ahdut Avoda, re- 
ceive similar huge allocations. 
Ostensibly these funds are for 
use by the constructive and puo- 
lic service institutions of these 
organizations in Israel, and the 
allocations are made in propor- 
tion to the size, scope and needs 
of the institutions. However, 
Herut, the second largest party 
in Israe’, whose constructive in- 
stitutions in Israel ave far greater 
and service many more people 
than either the Mizrachi or the 
General Zionists, received last 
year an allocation of perhaps one- 
fourth those given the former. 

The “National Sick Fund” 
sponsored by Herut is the second 
largest health insurance plan in 
Israel, and provides complete 
medical services for 150,000 
people. On the other hand, the 
General Zionists’ Sick Fund cares 
for at most three of four thou- 
sand. In fact, the General Zion- 
ist party in Israel sponsors prac- 
tically no social service institu- 
tions. The MHerut constructive 
projects far exceed those of Miz- 
rachi in Israel, in terms of num- 
ber of branches, people served 
and range of services provided. 
Herut institutions in Israel run 
the gamut from kindergartens to 
convalescent homes and from 
agricultural colonies and chil- 
dren’s villages to a home con- 
struction company. 

CAN THE reason for the dis- 
crimination be that the pressure 
Mizrachi and ZOA can exert in 
the U. S. determines the hudgets 
of social services in Israel? In 
any event, the fact is that today 
only social services whose spon- 
soring organizations are repre- 
sented on the Jewish Agency Ex- 
ecutive coalition receive alloca- 
tions of UJA funds. 

I would like to take issue with 
your conclusions that separate 
fund drives by separate Israeli 
groups in the U. S. would “muddy 
the waters in fund-raising.” On 
the contrary, I think such a de- 
velopment would clarify matters 
to an amazing extent. Today the 
allocation and disposition of UJA 
funds for Israel is controlled by 
the same group which controls 
the Israeli government, the Jew- 
ish Agency and the World Zion: 
ist Organization, namely the 
Mapai party led by Prime Min- 
ister Ben-Gurion. 

For years this group has been 
using these funds essentially to 
build a socialist regime in all 
areas of Israeli life, to gain con- 
trol over as many facets of the 
Israeli economy as possible, and 
to discriminate against private 
enterprise. This is the reason 
why Mapai has always preferred 
UJA or Bond Drive funds to 
large scale private investments 
in which the investors, not the 
regime, would determine where 
their money was to go, 

IN ORDER TO carry on this 
scheme, Mapai has fostered the 
delusion among U. S. Jews that 
whereas it is right and proper 
for them to contribute to Israel, 
is none of their business where 
the money goes to. After all, the 
argument isused, you are Amer- 
icans. What concern is it of 
yours, what Israel does with the 
money it gets? Mapai has also 





thrown a few bones, in the form 
of allocations, to groups like the 
General Zionists and Mizrachi, in 
order to ward off a massive pro- 
test. 

In this way an amazing ignox- 
ance has developed among Amer- 
ican contributors, as to what is 
being done with their money. 
And this ignorance has been cul- 
tivated as a virtue. “I don’t want 
to know what they are doing 
with my money.-I’m not sup- 
posed to know. I’m an American, 
not an Israeli.” 

This ignorance has also aided 
Mapai in another way in main- 
taining its stranglehold on Is- 
rael. It has enabled the “Hista- 
drut” Campaign—a separate cam- 
paign—to collect in the avea of 
$5,000 000 a year in the U. S. 
much of it from capitalists, with- 
out these people realizing that 
much of their money was going 
to help Histarut force private in- 
dustry out of business in Israel 
and extend its own industrial 
empire, 

HERUT, WHICH IS the only 
serious alternative to Mapai ru'e 
in Israel, has decided to break 
this conspiracy of silence. Herut 
intends to come to the American 
contributor and say: “Here is 
what we stand for and here is 
what Mapai-Histadrut stand for. 
Here is what we intend to do for 
Israel and here is what they in- 
tend to do. Now as a free man 
choose where you will contribute 
your money.” What in the world 
can possibly be wrong with this? 
Why is a Histadrut campaign— 
based on keeping the contributor 
ignorant of the destination of his 
money—permissable and proper, 
while a Herut campaign—based 
on telling the contributor the 
truth—is not? 

To say that the U. S. commun- 
ity can suppress any “unauthor- 
ized” campaigns, means _ that 
Mapai, which controls the author- 
izations, can allow itself to cam- 
paign (Histadrut dvive) while 
preventing others from doing so. 
Recent experience, especially 
that of the overwhelmingly sur- 
cessful Herut campaign in South 
Africa, shows that the Jewish 
man in the street completely re- 
jects this avrant nonsense.

Defamation League, American

question. 

The present law exempts works 
of necessity and charity includ- 
ing sale of drugs, meals, pre- 
pareq food and beverages. How- 
ever, the courts ruled three years 
ago that the bill lacked a pen- 
alty clause, leaving the matter 
up to local municipalities for en-

NJ Sunday Laws Opposed

REPRESENTATIVES of Prot- 
estant and Catholic groups op- 
posed Sunday sales primarily on 
the basis of the day’s being the 
Sabbath.

A spokesman for the American 
Jewish Committee saiq its Es- 
sex County chapter had debated 
the question, but had not taken 
a position, Persons close to the 
committee said many members 
felt the question was basically an 
economic conflict. 

The Essex County Jewish com- 
munity council has not arrived 
at an official position on the mat-

Rabbi S. Joshua Kohn, vice- | 
president of the New Jersey re-| 
gion of the Congress, told the} 
legislators that the laws violate 
the separation of church and 
state. He also said religion is a 
private matter and that selection 
of Sunday marks the laws as re- 
ligious and sectarian in effect. | 

The issue has been building up 
recently because of the Sunday 
openings of discount houses oper- 
ating in large shopping cen- 
ters. Some cities have already 
passed local laws to close them 
down, Many merchants have been 
hurt by the openings and have 
been asking the legislature to 
take some action, i 

The current bills call for a 
blanket ban on all non-essential 
Sunday sales or outlawing pre- 
noon sales and carry penalties 
running as high as a $750 fine 
and six months in jail.
